HE MERE fact that there a

“Moran of the Marines” opens 
with a fight—and closes with one. 
If Richard stays out of trouble 
until his uncle arrives in San 
Francisco he is to be given a good 
job with his uncle’s construction 
company in China. He doesn’t: 
He lands in jail. No job. He falls 
in love. He joins the Marines, 
with a buddy. The girl is the 
general's daughter. Confusion— 
laughs—more trouble. 

A court-martial sentences him 
to three years’ hard labor. His 


outfit leaves for China. In work-. 


ing out his sentence there, in the 
interior where they are stationed, 


he goes to the rescue of the girl, | 


held prisoner by a nasty old Chi- 
nese bandit. The bandit chieftain 


is an old meanie—he won't release | 


the girl. What ho, and what not, 
our hero socks the Oriental for a 
row of Mandarins, the Marines 
arrive at double-quick, accompa- 
nied by the general and Uncle— 
and all is forgiven. Everything is 
hunky-dory! 

I am not at all familiar with 
Marine routine and discipline, but 
there are times when I cannot 
help but think that certain liberty 
has been taken with the workings 
of that branch of the service. 
There is the episode of inspection 
that hardly corresponds with regu- 
lations—Dix, in acting as he does, 


would have landed in the brig. But 


the incident-lends itself to enter- 
tainment and may be taken as dra- 
matic license for that reason. 

No particular brilliance distin- 
guishes the story of “Moran of the 
Marines.” nor are the portrayals 
above the average—but none the 
less the production is of audience 
calibre. Its gags and humor will 
be appreciated, and its melodra- 
matic flavor is certain to appeal. 
Put Dix in a uniform, let him en- 
gage in a few battles—and there 
you are! It's sure-fire formula. 

The star is up to his standard, 
whatever discrepancies the plot 
may hold, and offers an amusing 
performance. His more serious 
scenes have been handled, too, 
with the same degree of excel- 
lence. So rapid is the action that 
his moments with the leading lady, 
Ruth Elder, are few, but the pic- 
ture does not suffer from any lack 
of romantic element. 

This marks Miss Elder’s debut 
on the screen, and while it is quite 
obvious that she is new to the act- 
ing field her personality puts her 
over. Miss Elder was the first 
woman to attempt the trans-Atlan- 
tic flight—and the title-writer in- 
sists upon bringing this to the 
audience's attention. Her presence 
is fairly easy, and certainly she is 
attractive. 

“Moran of the Marines” was 
adapted from Linton Wells’ orig- 
inal story by Sam Mintz and Ray 
Harris and placed in continuity 
form by Agnes Brand Leahy. 
Frank Strayer did a very credit- 
able job of directing the picture 
for Paramount, and beside the two 
leads the cast includes Roscoe 
Karns, Brooks Benedict, Capt. E.
